It is expected that the White Paper 
on the Anglo-Russian negotiations of 
last summer will be issued in the 
course of the next fortnight. There 
is reason to believe that it will contain 
seme account of the Russian attempts 
in the course of those conversations to 
persuade the British Government to 
give the U.S.S.R. the equivalent of

Despite the construction of Auto- 
bahnen, transport by rail in Ger- 
mony is still the major means of 
moving troops and material, especially 
over long distances. Reich railway 
authorities have long recognised that 
rolling stock is neither sufficiently 
maintained nor replaced. Before the 
war, they planned the construction be- 
tween 1940 and 1943 of 2,000 locomo- 
tives, 10,000 passenger coaches and 
112,000 goods wagons. Even at the 
time this seemed difficult to carry out, 
in view of the shortage of construc- 
tional factories. Owing to concentra- 
tion on the output "of arms, the num- 
ber of locomotive works has fallen

Not ao single British fighter .aircraft 
has been shot down in the United 
Kingdom since the outbreak of war. 
Yet Royal Air Force Fighter Com- - 
mand aircraft have brought down 
nearly half the German bomber and 
reconnaissance aircraft engaged by 
them during the first two active 
months of the war. 


During fifty-one engagements over 
British land or sea in October and 
November, twenty-one German raid- 
ers were destroyed, of these thirtcen 
were seen to strike th ground or 
water, It is also known that many 
more failed to return. to Germany. In 
all these engagements only one Bri-- 
tish pilot has been wounded, and that 
slightly. : 

This record is all the more im- 
pressive when it is recalled that in 
fighting between British bombers and 
German fighters five Messerschmidts. 
were shot down in flames during the‘ 
recent air battle over the Friesian 
Islands and more than twelve during’ 
the action over Heligoland a few. days 
previously. The destruction of Ger- 
man Messerschmidt fighters increases 
weekly, 

Most of the engagements ‘by British- 
Hurricanes and Spitfires have been 
against single raiders. It is much 
more difficult to gain results In this 
type of combat, especially where, as 
has frequently happened, clouds and 
poor visibility help the enemy. - 

The Messerschmidts, on the other 
hand, have several times had consi- 
dorable numbers of British bombers 
ag their target. 

The safe return of the twelve Bri-+ 
tish long-range fighters after their 
successful attack on German mine- 
laying seaplanes at Borkum’ on’ No- 
vember 28, was also a notable per- 
formance.

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POLISH NAVAL 
CO-OPERATION 
WITH BRITAIN 


From Our Naval Correspondent. 


ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY YARDS of Poland. — 
“all that is felt to us of our native land,” as one of her offi- 
cers put it — lay at anchor for a few hours in a British port. 


The fragment of the homeland, a Polish destroyer, had 
come in from a North Sea patrol, and even as I stepped on 
board urgent orders came for her to put to sea again, so 
that my intended visit was reduced to a couple of hours. 
But they were two hours of intense interest, with a strong 


under-current of sadness. 

Three Polish destroyers escaped 
from the Baltic as the war began. 
Somewhere near Kiel Bay they elud- 
ed a German cruiser and two battle- 
ships, but otherwise their passage 
into the North Sea was uneventful as 
a navakevent. But on the human side 
it was tense, for the 540 officers and 
men had left behind in a land that 
was being overrun by a relentless 
enemy all their relatives and their 
homes. Few of them know to-day 
what has become of their families. 
An impenetrable veil hides the fate 
of wives and children, fathers, mo- 
thers, and friends. Occasionally, all 
too rarely, a letter arrives from some 
neutral country bordering on the 
Baltic that brings good news. But the 
mails for the Polish destroyers work- 
ing now with the British Navy are 
pathetically thin, Then “postman” 
comes off from the shore with an em- 
pty bag more often than not. 


CO-OPERATION WITH: THE 
BRITISH NAVY 


To keep themselves from brooding, 
officers and men of all three vessels 
have thrown themselves heart and 
soul into the work of war at sea. Al- 
ready they have had several encoun- 
ters. with U~-boats and are convinced 
that they have accounted “for rmore 
than one. Most of all they have toil- 
ed at perfecting their co-operation 
with British naval units. Signalling 
and reading signals in a foreign 
language is no easy task. At present 
each destroyer has one or two British 


ratings attached to help in this work,,. 


but already they are becoming un- 
necessary. The young Polish bunting- 
tossers who knew no word of English 
three months ago are rapidly proving 
expert at reading morse, semaphore, 
and flag signals. The Polish wireless 


ratings can take in coded messages 
with remarkable accuracy, which is 
perhaps not so surprising since code 
is no language at all, But the speed 
with which the decoding is done by 
the young Polish officers who only 
learned a schoolboy English at the 
Naval Academy at Gdynia is a proof 
of their keenness. 


YOUNG OFFICERS 


As in the destroyer service, of any 
navy, the officers are all youthful. 
There are more than are normally 
carried in a British destroyer, but 
then these Polish craft are much big- 
ger than our designs. They displace 
2,144 tons, almost the size of a light 
cruiser, and their heavily massed con- 
trol tops and bridge houses give them 
a formidable appearance. They have 
a nominal speed of 39 knots, but can 
and do exceed that frequently, and 
although designed for service in the 
Balti¢ they have stood up remarkably 
well to the heavy seas. 

The Polish Navy is only twenty 
years old, but already it has bullt up 
traditions of. heroism. One day we 
shall know the story of the end of the 
destroyer Wicher, that perished at 
Gdynia after a flerce fight with Ger- 
‘man bombing ‘planes. We shall later 
know

DEFIANT ENSIGN 


Meantime the ensign of Poland 
streams defiantly astern of the three 
destroyers as they thrash about the 
seas on the trail of the enemy.

NAZI 
REFUGEES 


To pass through any town in Bri- 
tain just now is to see, among other 
things, groups of anxious aliens out- 
side the town hall or some other 
public building waiting to be called 
before the Enemy Aliens’ Tribunal. 


The majority of these people are 
Germans, and the idea of being sent 
back to Hitler’s Germany scems to 
fill them with terror. 


They are afraid to talk of Germany 
or its present rulers. They do not yet 
realise that they are in a free coun- 
try. 


But their faces, and especially thelr 
eyes, betray them. They have a hunt- 
ed look. 


Many of them could relate tales of 
misery and  oppression—tragedy lin 
some cases—but for the most part 
they are too afraid. 


Not all of them, though. 

There was food shortage in Ger- 
many before they got away, 50 some 
of them tell you. Very little meat or 
butter or eggs—malt coffee, and a 
deficlency in fats of all kinds. 


“Flour soup” was a regular thing, 
and various articles of diet were 
severely rationed. | 


It is a curious revelation of Hitler- 
ism which makes these men and wo- 
men so anxious to stay in a country 
which is fighting their Fatherland. 


Their sympathies are German. But 
they loathe Nazidom—many of them 
at least. 


The tribunals make a distinction 
between “enemy aliens” and those re- . 
garded as “friendly aliens,” and certi- 
ficates are issued accordingly. 

Certificate A means internment, 
Certificate B gives exemption from 
internment, but is hedged round with 
restrictions as to trave) and change of 
address and.other matters. : 

Certificate C is granted in~ cases” 
exempted from. internment and 
restrictions, : 

German and: Austrian refugees are 
classed as “enemy aliens,” those from 
Czechoslovakia and Poland as “friend- 
ly aliens.” ee hoes 

Most of the Austrian refugees have 
been put into the “B” category, which 
means that they are still subject to 
“enemy alien” restrictions. 

They do not like it. 

They say that the Austrian nation 
resents domination by Germany a5 
much as Czechoslovakia does, and 
they should be ‘classed as friendly, 
which would make it easier for them 
to obtain work. 

At present, English employers 
hesitate to-employ them. They dis- 
like, on patriotic grounds, to give an

| BEGINNING OF A BEAUTIFUL. - 
~ FRIENDSHIP” 


On April 26, 1859, $10,000 in bank , 
notes mysteriously disappeared from 


a pouch of the Adams Express Com- }- 


pany at Montgomery, Ala. One week 
later $40,000 in another pouch vanish- 
ed In an unaccountable manner be- 
tween Montgomery and Atlanta. 

In each - case the messenger was 
one John Chase and the receiving 
agent Nathan Moroney. There was 
no clue of any kind to the missing 
money. Moroney had a receipt sign- 
ed by Messenger Chase showing that 
the packages of money had been 
dropped into_the pouch in the pre- 
sence of Chase. He proved in addi- 
tion that the pouches had been sealed 
in the presence of Chase. 


The messenger also had a perfect 
alibi. He said the pouches had been 
delivered precisely as they had been 
handed to him. They were never out 
of the locked safe in the express car. 
The pouches had been locked by ‘the 
spatching agent and unlocked by 
’ the receiving agent. And. the mes- 
senger had no key!

‘On the second day of Moroney's 
tmprisonment he found he was going 
to have company in the person of one 
John R. White, an alleged pork packer, 
wanted ‘for the misappropriation of 
(unds. Actually he whs another Pin- 
kerton detective. The meeting of 
Moroney and White was the beginning 
of a beautiful friendship. Birds of a 
feather are presumed to flock together 
and soon the two men were exchang- 
Ing confidences. So, when John R. 
White was released on bail, it was 
with the understanding that he should 
undertake oa highly important com- 
mission for his pal. It was to take 
care of a large sum of money until
